Federal Efficiency 
And Civil Service 


^ 
A minor storm is blowing up in Washington 
over a letter from President Eisenhower request­ 
ing that department and agency heads list career 
officials who. they believe, should be removed 
from Civil Service and placed in the political 
“non-career executive group.” But there are 
reasons behind the move which have nothing to 
do with patronage. 
The President says he is following the 
recommendations of the Hoover Commission on 
personnel and civil service. “Career administra­ 
tors,” the report said, “as rapidly as possible, 
should be relieved by the non-career executives 
of responsibility for advocacy or defense of poli­ 
cies . . . Additional competent non-career execu­ 
tives should be provided . . . Political appointees 
should not he placed in the line of command be­ 
low career administrators.” The President, the 
report added, should designate the positions 
which should be in the non-career category. 
No one, surely, would accuse the Hoover 
Commission of trying to destroy the Civil Ser­ 
vice. The idea behind these and other recom­ 
mendations is that Civil Service will function bet­ 
ter and be less subject to attack if its career 
men are kept out of positions where they will be 
directly caught in the cross currents of politics. 
And the government should function more 
efficiently if the executive branch has the right 
to name the administrators at the top who are 
responsible for framing, advocating and defend­ 
ing administration policies and seeing that they 
are put into effect.

The Need For Criticism 


When 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt 
was 
President, 
criticism of him and his works was regarded as 
anathem a and the critic was called either pro-Nazi or 
pro-Fascist or just plain dumb. This attitude was a 
product of an insistence that “ Papa knows hest, 
and 
who are you to question the unerring wisdom of 
Tommy Corcoran or Henry Wallace or H arry Hopkins 
or any of the other brilliant minds who m ust have 
added to 
the 
President's tribulations, 
particularly 
Henry M orgenthau, Jr., and Harold Ickes. 


Nowadays, much the same attitude presents 
itself concerning President Eisenhower and entour­ 
age. I asked a Republican of ancient lineage and 
v 
constant steadfastness to define a “ Modern? Repub- 
N liran.” Quirk as a flash he replied: 
“ A modern 
Republican is a m em ber of the Eisenhower Ad­ 
ministration who wa* not a Republican before 
1952." 


It is a good and telling definition because the so­ 
called “ Modern? Republicans" seem to have no recol­ 
lection that their party has a history that goes hack 
to 1854 and that it had elected some 13 Presidents 
between A braham Lincoln and Dwight D. Eisenhower 
inclusive and that it has established certain principles 
of American life which have helped to shape the 
nature of American history. 
I recently received a 
letter from E arl R. Kochheiser of M ansfield. Ohio. 
who says: 
“ It is a most difficult task to lead a country in 
the path of peace, upright living, ethical practice and 
honesty, when you are confronted with the m any isms 
which are known to exist throughout the world today. 
What these men (Eisenhower and Dulles! need is sup­ 
port and not criticism , regardless of party lines.” 
The phrase, “ regardless of party lines,” is what 
is wrong with this gentlem an's thinking, because if 
there Is only one party, without criticism of its con­ 
duct, a dictatorship develops, and there a re no benevo­ 
lent dictators. This country has survived in freedom 
because of the constant checking of executive conduct 
in the Congress and in the press. When such criticism 
disappears, officials become arrogant. 


The two-party system has proved its value In 
the Anglo-Saxon countries. The m ulti-party coun­ 
tries tend to lark stability; the one-party countries 
end In dictatorships. 


Mr. Kochheiser refers to “the m any ism s which 
are known to exist throughout the world today.” This 
half-word, ism s, has become a symbol of som e kind 
of badness, although actually an ism is a m ovem ent 
based on an idea or an ideal, and as far back as one 
can find any record, human beings have been thinking 
and have produced isms. In that respect, the era in 
which we live is no different from any other. 
It is loose thinking to lump all ism s together as 
it would be loose thinking to lump all hum an ex­ 
perience into a single category'. For instance, would 
one say that paganism and monotheism are the iden­ 
tical ism, or that capitalism and Socialism are the 
sam e, or that idealism and pragm atism are in one 
category0 Our general quarrel with Com m unism has 
caused m any A m ericans to fall into the error of 
regarding all association with m ass m ovem ents or 
with idealistic program s for the human race as evil. 
The pressure for orthodoxy, nowadays called con­ 
formity, usually comes from those who hold power, 
because they can rem ain longest in power when there 
is no opposition or the opposition is weakened by 
social or physical pressure. The very argum ent which 
was used by D em ocrats when Roosevelt w as Presi­ 
dent is now being used by Republicans when Eisen­ 
hower is President, namely, that it is unseem ly to 
criticize the conduct of the President because he is 
a good m an. 


If criticism is unseemly or im proper or must 
be ‘‘constructive,” which is really a synonym for 
agreeable, how does the two-party system operate? 
I It is curious that the Democratic leadership of 
I Senator Lyndon Johnson has tended m ore and 
more to avoid scrutiny of Republican conduct be­ 
cause the President is personally popular. Demo­ 
cratic criticism 
has fallen to Senators Hubert 
Humphrey, Mike Mansfield and J. William Ful- 
bright who represent an intellectual as well as a 
political approach to current problems. 


But the Republican Party, both in the Senate and 
the House of R epresentatives, is seething with revolt, 
particularly against the $72,000,000,000 budget, recogniz­ 
ing that by 1958 a tax revolt is to be expected. 
The 
curiosity of the present Congress is that there is more 
opposition to the Eisenhower program am ong Repub­ 
licans than among Democrats—or as much.

Russia: Neither 1984 Nor A Banana Republic 


PARIS 
The m ost useful advice that 
this reporter received in Moscow 
cam e from the most brilliant of 
the foreign observers stationed 
there. 
“For God s 
sake," he 
said, 
“ rem em ber that this place isn t 
either ‘1984' or a banana repub­ 
lic 
It isn t ‘1984 because it s a 
human society, m aybe not a very 
nice hum an society, but still a 
human society with its own built­ 
in hum an problems And it isn t 
a banana republic 
because 
in 
most ways this is a strong so­ 
ciety, and it isn t going to he 
thrown by its problems — at any 
rate in the foreseeable future " 
In 
W ashington, 
where 
the 
“ 1984“ view of the Soviet Union 
used to be too common, the lead­ 
ers of the governm ent now seem 
to have swung wildly over to the 
banana 
republic 
view. 
So 
the 
above w arning needs repeating 
before one tries to analyze what 
is probably the most profound So­ 
viet problem. 


A M easure Of Liberty 


This problem is currently ex­ 
pressed in the ferm ent among 
Soviet students and intellectuals. 
Ever since the 20th P arty Con­ 
gress last year, Soviet intellec­ 
tuals have been reaching greed­ 
ily out for a much larger m eas­ 
ure of creative freedom in w rit­ 
ing, in the theater, in painting, 
indeed in all the departm ents of 
art and thought. 
By the sam e token, the uni­ 
versity students, especially in the 
great centers like Moscow, Len­ 
ingrad and Kiev, have been talk­ 
ing very freely among them selv­ 
es. From tim e to time. they have 
even given rather sharp public 
expression to their new found, 
Gomulka-like views 
by 
asking 
em barrassing 
questions at 
lec­ 
tures. by holding dem onstrations, 
and in other ways that would 
have been 
unthinkable 
in 
the 
past. 
The regim e's concern about the 
“excesses” of the 
intellectuals 
can be detected in the im pas­ 
sioned 
defenses 
of 
“ Socialist 
realism ” and the fervid attacks 
on its attackers which have been 
appearing in the 
Soviet 
press. 
The regim e s concern about stu-

dents has also been revealed. 
For instance, an entire issue of 
“ Young C om m unist” was recent­

about the freedom of individuals” 
in non-Communist countries. 
Among students,

versity training is the only es­ 
cape route from the gray exist­ 
ence of the great, gray m ass at 
the bottom of the pyram id.

The question is what 
to m ake of them . If the wisest

In brief, the right way to see 
the ferment among the students 
and

present time, hut as the by-pro­ 
duct of still 
another 
problem. 
This is the problem the Soviet 
leaders are trying to solve by 
their 
truly 
staggering

shakeup of the whole Soviet in­ 
dustrial economy. In fact it is 
the problem of running

As has been suggested before 
in this series of reports, you can

and in tim e acted like a norm al

for his age. His parents m ust 
help him overcome the effects of 
his experience.
